5 cee inability of any one to introduce 

to the profession a safe anesthetic; 
is very much like the story of Diogenes 
in his search of an honest man. Not- 
withstanding all the modifications of 
anesthetizing methods and appliances, 


there is none that can be considered 


wholly without danger to the patient. 
Chloroform or ether is perfectly safe 
when administered corectly and care- 
fully; usually, to the inexperience or 
carélessness of the administrator of the 
anesthetic can be attributed any un- 
favorable or fatal results. The ex- 
perienced administrator will not use 
either drug haphazardly, but will study 
his patieat and use the one which is 
indicated. It would be folly to aa- 
minister ether to a patient who is 
addicted to alcoholic excesses, as it 
would require three or four assistants 
to hold him down and prevent him 
from struggling, on account of the 
stimulating action of this anesthetic. 
Ether is better borne by those not 
of a robust constitution; those with 
bronchial or kidney ailments take chlo- 
rotorm better. 


There can be no set rule, however, 
laid down to govern every case. The 
successful administration of an anes- 
thetic requires the very best judgment. 
“Timidity or bad judgment upon the 
part of the anesthetizer is most likely 
to result in an imperfect or too pro- 
found narcosis, death on the table or 


-post-operatively. It is most essential 


that the man at the mask should be 


reliable, experienced, know how much 


to give, and when and how not to give 
too much; know when to give stimu- 
lants and to warn the surgeon to cease 
his work”’ (Stinson). 

- To obtain anesthesia quickly and at 
the same time avoiding, in the majority 
of cases, the exciting stage of anesthe- 
sia, the following technique will be 
found effective. In the first place gain 
the confidence of your patient. Ex- 
amine him carefully. Assure him that 
if he will breathe naturally all will be 
well. Immediately before commencing 
with the anesthesia, we usually admin- 
ister hypodermically, one-fourth of a 
erain of morphine sulphate, or one- 
half of a grain of codeine phosphate. 
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When the operation lasts an hour or 
two or longer, the patient is also under 
the infiuence of the opiate and conse- 
quently requires less of the anesthetic. 
For children or operations of short 
duration, the above medication is un- 
necessary. Use the Esmarch mask and 


two glass dropping bottles—one ounce © 


bottle for chloroform and a two ounce 
one for ether. The mask should be 
covered with several thicknesses of 
flannel. Do not crowd the anesthetic. 
Have him breathe through both the 
nose and mouth at first. It will be 
noticed that when the stage of com- 
plete anesthesia has been reached, 
mouth breathing as a rule prevails, 
Unless either one is contra-indicated, 
drop both fluids on the mask at the 
same time, holding the mask so as to 
permit the patient to have plenty of 
air. When the stage of partial anes- 


thesia has been reached, place the 


mask close to the face until complete 
anesthesia has been obtained. ‘This 
will be manifest by the loss of muscu- 
lar contraction and the presence of 


relaxation of the arms, etc., snoring | 


respiration, abolition of ciliary reflex 
and contracted pupil. You can assure 
yourself that the patient is under com- 
plete anesthesia when the ciliary reflex 
is abolished, by means of the thumb 
gently placed on the upper eyelid, 
raising the same and lightly touching 
the eyelashes. Do not get into the 
pernicious habit of touching the eye- 
ball. When the pupil is contracted to 
the size of a pin’s head—and this will 
constitute the danger signal—suspend 
the administration of the anesthetic 
and remove the mask from the face 


until the pupil commences to enlarge, 
when the ether alone will be sufficient 
to keep the patient in this condition, 
allowing at the same time a liberal 
amount of air. Aiways observe the 
pupilary contraction—when it begins 
to contract, Jeave off the anesthetic as 
before. Do not watch the operator, 
but give the patient your whole atten- 
tion. 

When the immortal Morton, the dis- 
coverer of ether anesthesia, admin- 
istered the drug to a patient, he did 
not watch the operation but gave his 
whole attention to the patient, therefore 
his success with its administration. — 

During a prolonged operation, should 
the pulse become weak or wiry, or the 
patient unusually pale or cyanotic, then 
stimulants such as strychnine, nitro- 
glycerine or brandy, hypodermically, 
or normal salt solution are indicated. 
It is the custom of the writer to have 
two rubber bags filled with warm 
water and placed on each side of the 
chest and kept warm during the entire 
operation; also having any exposed 
portion of the patient covered, as far 
as possible, so as to prevent the sur- 
face chilling. Thus the patient is kept 
warm while on the operating table and 
this helps to insure a satisfactory ter- 
mination. | 

By carefully observing the foregoing 
the anesthetizer need have no fear of 


having any calamity befall the patient. 


There will be .no anesthetic nor surgi- 


cal shock, oor will there be any story 


to tell that the patient took the anes- 


thetic badly, nor will there be any 


sequelze such as pneumonia, etc. ‘The 
patient will awaken from his sleep,

usually without vomiting, and ask why 
the operation is not begun. | 

This experience is the result of two 
hundred consecutive cases of anesthesia 
without any serious accident or fatality. 
Complete anesthesia was obtained in 
from three to ten minutes, The dur- 
ation of the anesthesia was from vone- 
half to four and one-half hours. The 
patients ages ranging from early in- 
fancy to extreme old age; the opera- 
tions comprising minor and the most 
complicated abdominal and other ma- 
jor operations. 

From the foregoing, the following 
conclusions are arrived at: 

1. Ether or chloroform or both, are 
perfectly safe as general anesthetics. 

2. Drop both fluids on mask at the 
same time, unless one or the other is 
contra-indicated. 

3. Give the patient plenty of air 
until he is slightly under the influence 


of the anesthetic, then hold the mask 
to the face. | 

4. Havethe patient breathe through 
both the nose and mouth; the latter 
prevails when the full anesthetic stage 
is reached. 


5. Keep the patient warm while on 


the operating table. 


6. Do not place the finger on the 
eye-ball in order to determine the ex- 


tent of anesthesia; gently touching 
the eye-lashes of the upper lid will 


determine any reflex movement. 

7, Keep strict guard of the patient 
entrusted to your care and do not 
watch the operation. 

8. Observe the danger signal— 
When the pupil is contracted to the 
size of a pin-head, suspend the admin- 


istration of the anesthetic and remove 


the mask from the face, When it com- 


mences to enlarge, resume the anes- 
thetic. 


Treatment of Typhoid Fever.

T* domain of medicine, thouyh in- 
finitely beyond the grasp of man’s 
mind, is dividei into two great sub- 
jects, physiology and pathology. When 
nature puts into existence a being she 
attains to but one end, and that 1s to 
maintain physiology. 
Every organ in the body suffers from 
the effects of toxines from typhoid 


fever. The mind and the muscles can 


rest but the stomach and heart must 


work or the struggle soon ceases. 
These are the two sentinels upon which 
depends the safety of the patient. 
They must be congratulated if they 
have a physician who walks hand in 
hand with them through the struggle, 
but they are to be pitied if he tramples 
them under his efforts to cure typhoid 
fever. 

There is one rule to guide us in the 
treatment of disease—‘“treat the pa- 
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tient and not the disease.” Keep in 
touch with nature, and have ascientific 
reason for every thing you do and say; 
treat the case as nature treats it, and 
you will be nature’s assistant. 

The constant irritation of the delicate 
mucous membrane of the stomach by 
medicine for two or three weeks may 
change a once healthy stomach into a 


diseased one that may end the patient’s 
life. 


tient may never recover, The respon- 


sibility of the physician in prolonged | 


diseases is far greater than he realizes; 


it is no honor to make a “catch-all” | 


out of a healthy stomach and bowels 
during typhoid fever, and make a 


physical wreck out of what was once — 


a perfect type of physical manhood. 
This has been done in many cases, It 
is lucky for the doctors that the laws 
of God and man apply only to willful 
murder and maiming. 

When we look over our record and 
see the number of lingering cases of 


typhoid fever, we may safely say that. 


90 per cent. of the cases could have 
been different if we had treated the 
cases skillfully. We may nurse and 
feed the patient faultlessly, loving hands 
may smooth the pillow and make the 
bed easier, anxious friends may kindly 
remember, but one irritating and use- 
less drug may defeat our plans and 
wreck the progress of the case. Then 
whose is the fault? Is it not the drug, 
for pills and bullets are blind, and 
wound friend and foe alike. You can 
claim the fault as your own. We must 
reason from cause to effect, and from 
effect to cause. Meet every indication 


Injudicious feeding may cause — 
intestinal catarrh, from which the pa- — 


with its corresponding remedy, and 
give medicine for its effect. Routine 
feeding and prescribing is vicious prac- 
tice; a drug that is indicated in the 
father may kili the son, though they 
lie side by side with the same disease. 
The sum total, then, is know your 
patient, or he will be unrecognized by 
his friends if you do not give up the 
case. | 

As typhoid fever is a septic disease, 
we must favor elimination and assim- 
ilation. No army can win a battle 
without ammunition. Toxines must 
pass out as rapidly as they are ab- 
sorbed; the system has enough to do 
to eliminate the toxines from the fever 
alone, without the extra labor of elim- 
inating undigested food and useless 
drugs. The functions of the stomach 
aie threefold—digesting, absorbing, 
and germicidal. The three work in 
harmony, and to impair one impairs 
the other two; keep in perfect harmony 
with the trinity. To interfere, then, 
for a day with the functions of the 
stomach places your patient in an extra 
hazardous position. 

The bacilli of Eberth are selfish 
enough to claim all the praise, and 
they do not mention it that the doctor 
was responsible for the extra sickness 
after they finished their contract with 
the patient. When called to see a 
patient with typhoid fever, open the 
journal and examine his liabilities and 
assets. Is the patient older than his 
age? Ifso, why? Is his pulse excited, 
weak or strong? If so, why? Is he 
nauseated, full of aches and pains? If 
sowhy? Is there gurgling in the right 
iliac fossa, and is his tongue foul? If 
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so, why? If there are these symptoms, 
be sure that you can wash your hands 
clean of their cause. There is no neces- 
sity for foul tongues, delirium, sick 
stomach, pains, headache, insomnia, 
high temperature, weak pulse in ty- 
phoid fever. If we will practice physi- 
ology instead of medicine, we will 
avoid these, 

When you get a fever patient in 
bed, give him a rest; I mean a rest 
from the crown of his head to the soles 
of his feet. There will be a drain on 
the system—a disturbance of the equi- 
librium between assimilation and waste. 


The patient lives on himself to a cer- 


tain degree; then he must minimize 
waste in every organ. The patient's 
mind must not be upon his business; 
if he has been irregular in his habits, 
we must at once establish a regularity ; 
in fact, we must, as nearly as possible, 
reorganize his organic harmony and 
let each organ do its work, | 

Let us divide our cases into two 
classes: First, those who are healthy 
prior to the acute disease; second, 
those who have had some chronic dis- 
ease for years. In the first cases we 
have an opportunity to show our skill 
or to put the patient into the second 
class for the next case of fever. Case 
“A” 1g in the first class; he is a perfect 
type of physical manhood; he has been 
complaining for a few days, and has 
called at the doctor’s office several 
times for medicine. He was given cal- 
omel for biliousness and quinine for 
malaria. His already inflamed bowel 
is irritated by the calomel, and his 
liver wonders why it.is dosed and 
stirred up for a trouble that is ten 


or fifteen feet down the alimentary 
canal, and over which it has no control. 
He grows worse, and, after a chill, a 
restless night with aches and pains, 
he sends for the doctor. His liver. 
irritated by the calomel, has poured 
out a lot of bile, and the patient has 
been vomiting it into the slop-jar for 
several hours. The sight of so much 
“bile on the stomach” proves to the 


doctor that he is very bilious and must 


have more culomel. (He fails to realize 


that the slop-jar is more bilious than 
his patient.) The calomel is repeated, 


and so are the deleterious effects of 
the drug. 

Now, keep in harmony with the 
trinity. The patient has been taking 
medicine irritating to his stomach, and 
has been eatiny indiscriminately since 
the first symptoms of his trouble, and 
the chill, high fever, and headache tell 
us of the fact. If the physician recog- 
nizes typhoid fever at once, he informs 
the nurse that he must begin to nourish 
and stimulate the patient to tide him 
over a long and dangerous illness. 
He directs the patient to take a glass 
of milk or bowl of soup every three 
hours, and if his pulse is a little 
accelerated from the toxemia, he mis- 
takes this for an indication for stimu- 
lants, and directs him to take a table- 


spoonful of whisky every three hours 


until his return. How many of us 


have been guilty of this mistake? A 


link in the trinity has already been 
broken, and we make the separation 
greater and perhaps permanent by 
overfeeding and stimulants. 

A healthy stomach has enough to 
do to digest three meals a day, but 
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when the stomach of Case A”? takes 


typhoid fever, it needs a rest for the 
long task it has before it. You cause 
it to work constantly by giving food 


every three bours. This is kept up 


for a week, until he begins to vomit; 
you have been pouring antiseptics and 


septics down him day and night, dis- 


turbing his sleep to give him food, so 
that if he dies the family and you 
can say that every thing was done for 
him that could be done. This is true 


1n one sense of the word. No wonder 
it takes him weeks and months to re- 


cover; the doctor and disease make a 
combination disastrous to any patient. 
His temperature is running to a hun- 
dred and four or five degrees; his 
expression is dull; he is delirious, 


sordes are his teeth; he sleeps 
with coma vigil; his pulse is weak, 


there is diarrhea, there is gurgling 
in the right iliac fosa. We have now 


got our patient into a great state 


called the “typhoid state,’ a state we 
ought to be ashamed of. Each glass 
of milk gives impetus to the trouble; 
it passes into the bowels undigested, 
and the patient poisons himself 
hourly. 

Now about the whisky you have 
been giving. Here is another fatal 
mistake. Why? Because the pulse, 
laboring under the poison, is accel- 
erated, and you mistake this for weak- 
ness or an indication for stimulation, 
The heart needs a rest instead of 
stimulants; stimulation causes over- 
work and exhaustion at the time when 
good circulation is most needed. Let 
the heart alone; it knows its own busi- 
ness better than we do. It is useless 


and disastrous to stimulate a weak 
heart-musele. 


Now for the treatment of Case — 


The best rule is, if you do not know 
what to give, do not give anything; 
guess-work in medicine is bad practice 

There always exists an inflammation 
in the bowels, and it is unsurgical to 
cause severe peristalsis by giving pur- 
gatives. Calomel is then unsurgical. 
If the patient is nauseated I withdraw 
all food until his stomach is in con- 
dition to digest it; then I feed him 
three times a day, and give him such 


food as he can digest perfectly. 


If the patient is not hungry at meal 
time I direct him to wait until he has 


an appetite. If the stomach is taken 
care of, this waiting will not occur 


very often. His food consists of beef 
tea, beefsteak scraped into a pulp and 
heated gently, crackers rolled fine, 
eggs, either raw or cooked, and soups 


in small quantities and highly nutri- | 


tious. Never allow your patient to 
eat any thing that he is required to 
masticate, but always prepare food so 
it needs only to be mixed with the 
saliva; thus his stomach will digest 
perfectly the food, and the patient will 
be nourished and the germs starved, 
and his stomach will get the needed 
rest. There will be no self-poisoning 
from decomposed food that has passed 
out of his stomach. Orange or lemon 
juice will be grateful to the patient 


and will do no harm. When the tem- 


perature runs over 100 degrees I use 
as an antipyretic antifebrine or a tepid 
bath for twenty or thirty minutes; 
about three doses during the day and 
one at bedtime will keep the tempera- 
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ture down, and will make the patient 
more comfortable. 
I prefer the bath where it can be 
given. The patient is bathed two or 
three times a day with tepid water for 
about thirty minutes, and the temper- 
ature will faJl. If the patient is a 
little restless at night I give him a 
sedative. Bromidia acts nicely and 


leaves no bad effect. Asa rule patients 


will rest well after a few nights if the 
nurse will not disturb them every few 
hours during the night to give medi- 
cine and food. This is a point that I 
wish to emphasize. Avoid disturbing 


patient during his sleep. Rest is: 


essential to health, and of course the 
patient needs it. Let him sleep until 
he awakes of his own accord. If the 
tongue is dry it shows a morbid con- 
dition about the stomach and must be 
watched with care. I let the patient 
drink all the water his stomach will 
absorb. 


It is next to impossible to give anti- 


septics enough to render sterile the 


alimentary canal; then, too, most anti- 


-septics are gastric irritants, and their 


continued use is dangerous. If there 
is much decomposition I use small doses 
of some sal cathartic until the canal is 
cleansed, and then I use tincture of 
iodine and carbolic acid or duotal in 
small doses until their effects are con- 


tra-indicated. Keep the mouth clean, 


and let the patient chew tolu for a 
few minutes during the day. In my 
efforts to guard the stomach I do not 
forget the colon and rectum. L irrigate 
the colon three times a day with warm 
water, and if there is a catarrh I use 
with the water concentrated extract 


pinus canadensis, and then at night 
inject into the sigmoid flexure Dr. J: 
M. Matthews’ prescription of almond 
oil, bismuth and iodoform. This will 
relieve the catarrah and prevent the 
lower bowels from absorbing the pu- 
trefactive material, aud thus help to 


relieve the system of what plays an 


important part in the role of typhoid 
state. 

If water is not taken in sufficient 
quantities by the stomach, I inject 
about a quart into the colon and leave 
it for absorption. | | 

Case “B.”’ This class, of course, 


gives us much trouble, because we 


begin the struggle at a disadvantage, 
but we have an opportunity to use the 
same care and judgment as in Case 
“A.” Most chronic diseases are in the 
lungs, kidneys, heart, or alimentary 
canal, I have had consumptives pass 
through typhoid fever as easilly as 
robust patients, but d)speptics are a 


source of worry to the physician. We 
must watch digestion with especial | 
care. If there is myasthenia with fer- 


mentation, we must give a small amount 
of food easily digested and slow to fer- 


ment. The white of an egg given raw 


with pepsin and hydrochloric acid 
suits this class of patients. It is di- 
gested and leaves the stomach in 
about an hour and a half, and this 
gives the weak stomach the much- 
needed rest. 

Do not give milk to a patient with 
catarrh or myasthenia. Milk given to 
a patient every three or four hours 
will kill more patients than the fever. 
Treat the stomach and feed it just as 
you would if the diseased stomach was 
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the only trouble the patient had. 
The colon is irrigated and the baths 
are used as detailed in Class ‘‘A.”’ 

In order to prove my position about 
no stimulants and feeding only three 
times a day as being not so disastrous 


to my cases as you may claim, I will 


give a brief statement of two typical 
cases of “A’’ and “B,’ which were 


treated as above described. 


Case “A.” Male, married, aged 
twenty-four. Previous health good. 


First visit October 8th; temperature | 


102° F.; pulse 90; he had been sick 


four days; he was nauseated and rest- 


less; food was kept away for twelve 
hours. On the fouth day his tempera- 
ture was 102° F.; pulse 76. October 


14th, temperature 100° F.; pulse 80. 
October 31st, temperature 99° F.; pulse 


80. There was not a single stimulant 
given, and his temperature and pulse 
were at no time during his illness as 


high as on the first day, being 102° F. 
and 90, respectively. He made a per- 


fect recovery. 

Case “B.” Female, aged twenty- 
four; had been nursing child for six 
months; she was very pale and anemic, 
and had been too weak to do her house- 


work. I saw her on August 7th; she 


had been sick four days with diarrhea 
and chills and genera) malaria; her 
temperature was 103° F.; pulse 100; 


her diarrhea was painful, and was due © 


to colitis; her digestion was poor, and 
no appetite. I used injections as above 
described, and fed her as her stomach 


“could take food. On August 13th her 


temperature was 101° F., pulse 100; 
her colitis had checked, and she was 
gaining in strength. I gave her syr. 
albumen iron co. at the beginning. 
Her facial expression had grown bright; 
her tongue was clearing up; her appe- 
tite was good. August 23d, tempera- 
ture 100.5° F.; pulse 116. August 
27th, temperature 98.5° F’., and pulse 
106. She was not fed but three times 


a day, and she was not stimulated at 


all. I am glad to say she did not 
starve to death, neither did her heart 
give up the fight for lack of stimulants. 
I gave her an opportunity to get well, 
and she took advantage of it. 

In the treatment of your cases let 
you motto be, ‘Remember the stomach 
first, the colon next.”—Am. Prac. and 
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Vaccination.

TRE existence of a widespread epi- 

demic of smallpox in Texas and 
many other States, and the inability of 
sanitary authorities to control it, makes 
the discussion of vaccination appropri- 


ate at this time. Especially is it so, 
because of the ignorance of the subject 
on the part of the people at large, and 
the consequent prejudice against vac- 
cination, the only means known to

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science whereby the disease may be 
arrested, This prejudice has been fos- 
tered, and a strong opposition to the 
use of the measure aroused, partly by 
certain persous who are assertivg and 
publishing statements to the effect that 
smallpox can be prevented by simpler 
and less dangerous (?) means; for in- 
Stance, by swallowing little sugar-of- 
milk pellets dipped in an infinitesimally 
attenuated solution of vaccine lymph. 
The absurdity of such a claim is not 


wpparent to the people; but every 


medical man knows that one may swal- 
low an entire vaccine scab, aud acquire 


nO immunity thereby; it is simply 


digested, as other animal substance is, 
losing its distinctive character. Snake 


venom, even, can be swallowed with 


impunity, whereas if introduced into 
the system through the skin, its poison- 
ous effects are at once manifested. 
Others rely upon prayer and faith. To 
thus trade upon the ignorance and 
credulity of a trusting clientelle—as 
certain persons are doing, lulling them 


to repose, in a false sense of security, 


is little, if anything, short of criminal. 
The opposition to vaccination grows 
paitly, too, out of what those who op- 
pose it have seen, or heard, of evil 
results of vaccination under the old 
methods. Many persons will give as 
a reason for objecting to vaccination, 
that they have seen, or known of, badly 
inflamed arms, great sores, fever and 
headache, etc., resulting from vaccin- 
ation. All that is now changed. ‘The 
days of sore arms and blood poisoning 
are past, and modern methods of gath- 
ering and preserving the lymph, and 
of performing the operation, have 


robbed the process of its dangers, and 
reduced it to a minimum of incon- 
venience, 

It can readily be understood that 
under the old methods—wien less 
care was taken in procuring and pro- 
tecting the lymph than now; when the 
operation of vaccination was done with- 
out the precautions of antisepsis, fre- 
quently by a layman, some member of 
the family, or by some dirty or slovenly 
“doctor,” perhaps with a lancet that 
had been used for other purposes, or 
a rusty needle, or with a dirty pocket- 
knife — something besides vaccine 


lymph was introduced into the arm; 


some septic matter from the atmos- 
phere, or the lancet or knife—and 
septicaemia (blood poisoning) often re- 
sulted, causing much inflammation, 
soreness, fever, aching, and even ulcers 
which were slow to heal. Especially 
was this apt to occur when, as was the 
case during the war, and, until pure 
virus was more easily obtained, ‘“human- 


ized virus’ was used; that is, a virus 


that had passed through the system of 
sume one or more persons; the scab 
from the arm of the first person being 
used to inoculate the otbers. In such 
cases it can readily be seen that there 


was not only danger of blood poisoning 
from the introduction into the arm of 


dried biood, or shreds of fibrin (dead 
animal matter) or pus—but of inocu- 
lating the germs of some disease, as 
syphilis, for instance, in case the first 
party vaccinated should be the subject 
of such disease. During the war, such 
inoculation as a sequence of vaccina- 
tion was not uncommon. Hence, in 
light of such experiences, the objection 
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to vaccination is not to be wondered 
at, But, as said before, all that is 
now changed; and under modern 
methods vaccination is not only not 


dangerous but is perfectly harmless, — 


and causes only the slightest incon- 
venience. Moreover, it is almost abso- 
lutely protective, and is the only means 
whereby smallpox will ever be exter- 
minated. 


The people should be enlightened 


on the subject; they should. be shown 
the results throughout the world that 
have been observed and gathered and 


tabulated, results upon which the 


above assertion is based, They should 
be made to see and intelligently un- 
derstand that the only safety to them- 
selves, their families, and the whole 
community lies in vaccination, and, if 
necessary, every few years—if exposed 


to infection—revaceination. For let it 


be uuderstood that vaccination, when 
properly done, with fresh and pure 


virus, does not always give immunity 


for life. It may be, and most fre- 
quently is, entirely protective; but 


sometimes it protects only in part, and 


when a person who has been success- 


fully vaccinated contracts the disease, 


as is sometimes, but very rarely, the 


case, he has a modified smallpox— 


varioloid. I mean by that: The ex- 
perience of the world is that to insure 
the fullest measure of protection one 
should be vaccinated in infancy, and 
again in from seven to nine years, If 
repeatedly exposed to the infection of 


smallpox, it is best to still again be 


vaccinated. The above method is, I 
think, the rule in Germany and France. 
Still, persons who have two, three, 


or even four scars (not always in- 


dicative of successful vaccination), 
occasionally, very rarely indeed, have 
varioloid, but it is seldom fatal, 

The lymph used in the present day 
is taken from healthy young heifers, 
under the strictest sanitary and anti- 
vision Of capable and conscientious 
physicians. There is an establishment 


where it is done under government 


supervision; and from all the great 
vaccine establishments the lymph is 
sent out under guarantee of purity, 
with date of the extraction stamped 
on the package, so that one may know 
the age; and with strict injunctions to 
return it (if the “dry” kind on “points’’) 
if not used, and exchange it for a 
fresher package. Jt is put up in steril- 
ized packages or “glycerinated;” in 
fact every precaution is taken to insure 
its purity and to preserve it from con- 
tamination. 

The operation of vaccination should 


be performed by a physician, and if he 


be a capable man, he will take the 
same precautions that he would do in 


any other surgical operation, to insure 


asepsis. That is, his hands will be 
cleansed; his Jancet, if not a new one, 
should be held in the flame of an al- 
cohol lamp or dipped in boiling water. 


The spot selected for the «operation 


should be thoroughly cleansed, prefer- 
ably with ether, after washing and 
drying, or with ether-soap. No blood 
should be drawn, but the arm should 
be scratched until there is a slight 
oozing of lymph, and the vaccine 
should be spread on and rubbed in. 
A protective shield, made for the pur- 
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pose, and to be had from all depots of’ 
vaccine lymph, should be worn until 


the pustule “matures,” and the “scab” 


dries up and falls off, It should never 
be - forcibly removed or rubbed off, 
When the operation is done as de- 


scribed, and with fresh and pure 


lymph, it is almost sure to “take,” and 


will cause no inflammation or other 


distressing symptoms. In a few days 


a small vesicle filled with a clear fluid 
(lymph) will appear, surrounded by 
a small area of infiltrated skin—an 
areola—which should not be larger 
than a ten cent piece. At the end of 
eight or ten days the vesicle bas ‘‘ma- 
tured,” its contents having become 


first milky, then purulent, a pustule is 
formed, and then begins the decline, 


which results in the formation of a 
dried, indented (“umbillicated’’) scab, 
which will fall off later, and will 
leave a scar, “pitted” with what is 
known as “strawberry” pits or inden.- 
tations. 
Where the people are enlightened 
upon the subject, and are assured of 


the fact, for it is a fact, well established 


and demonstrated, that vaccination, 
when properly done, not only occa- 
sions no suffering or inconvenience and 


involves no danger whatever, but will 


afford absolute safety in the midst of 


this dreadful disease, they will hail. 


it as a boon and blessing. Amongst 
the unenlightened, the people should 
be persuaded, for their own safety and 
the safety of the community, to sub- 
mit to vaccination, and‘ the densely 


ignorant who cannot be convinced 
should be subjected to the process as 


a means of public safety. The State 


should pass a law which shall be prac- 
tically compulsory, Rational people 
will need no compulsion. In some 
such measure lies the only hope of ex- 
terminating the pest. In this question 
is involved a problem upon the solu- 


tion of which depend thousands of — 


lives and millions of money. Vaccin- 


ation, as has be demonstrated in 
England and in Germany and in 


France, offers the only solution. Quar- 


antining against it, and quarantining 
those down with the disease, and those > 


who have been exposed to it, is a fail- 


ure, as has been clearly shown, not 


only in Texas but in other American 
States. Where will it end? It will 
not end until thousands of lives and un- 
told sums of money have been wasted; 


until the entire unvaccinated popula- 


tion have had the disease, and pock- 
marks will have become a distinyuish- 


ing feature of every other individual | 


one meets, as it is among the masses 
in Mexico. Texas should profit by the 
lesson learned in other countries and 
States, and follow the examples set by 
them in resorting to the only effectual 
means of arresting the disease. As 
before said, the intelligent class will 
need no compulsion; they will nut need 


the services of any health officer, but — 
will have their physician to perform 


the operation. I will give presently 
an illustration of what I mean by the 
‘lessons learned” and the “example 
set” by more enlightened people. 
Before doing so, I wish to call atten- 


tion here to a danger which, if not. 


guarded against by timely measures, 
will touch not only the public health, 
but the pocket-book of State and 
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people in a quarter very dear to their 
hearts. 

Cotton is the greatest source of 
wealth to Texas. Cotton is a danger- 
ous carrier of the infection, and as 
negroes «nd Mexicans with smallpox 
were engaged in cotton picking the 
past fall, and others just recovered, 
and before the scabs of the loathsome 


disease had been shed, there is no 


knowing where or how far the infec- 
tion has been disseminated. Texas 
need not be surprised some morning 
to wake up and find Texas cotton 
quarantined in all parts of tue civilized 
world; and cotton raising countries 
would want no better pretext, and 


could have none, than the danger of 


introduciug the disease into that ter- 
ritory. 

In 1870-1, during the Franco-Prus- 
sian war, 43,000 German soldiers died 
of smallpox, and 23,000 French. In 
1874, Germany enforced vaccination 


throughout the empire, and the annual 


death rate from smallpox amongst 
70,000,000 people were reduced to 116. 
(See Reports United States Marine 
Hospital Service, January 6, 1899.) 
England exterminated the disease dur- 
ing the time the compulsory vaccination 
act was in force, and I have the author- 
ity of Andrew Dickson White, United 
State Embassador to Russia, and long 
time president (and joint founler) of 
Cornell University, for the statement 
that in 1890 only one death from small- 
pox occurred in London. (See Presi- 
dent White’s great book: ‘Warfare of 
Science and Theology.) To come 
nearer home: I have the authority of 
our own State Health Officer, Dr. Blunt 


(and it is a matter of record as well), 
for saying that, at Laredo, two years 
ago, 1,200 cases of smallpox occurred 
amongst the unvaccinated Mexicans, 
of whom over twenty-six per cent. 
died (some 320); while in 2,200 white 
population, all of whom but one were 
vaccinated (an old lady) who begged 
to be not vaccinated), there occurred 
twelve cases (varioloid) and one death | 
—the old lady referred to. 

If stronger evidence of the protective 
value of good vaccine were needed, it 
is to be found in the fact that it will 


; protect a baby born of a mother suffer 


ing with smallpox at the time of its 
birth; and will protect those who have 
been in direct contact with the disease 
at its height, if done within three, four 
or five days after the exposure. 

In “A Statistical Record of 5,000 
Cases of Smallpox” observed by him, 
Professor W. M. Welch, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, and Surgeon of 
the Hospitals for Infectious Diseases 
in Philadelphia, the highest authority 
in America on smallpox and vaccina- 
tion, referring to a statistical table 
(which I regret I cannot introduce 
here) says: 

It is impossible to illustrate in this 


table the very striking and conclusive 


evidence of the proiective power of 
vaccination that frequently came under 
my notice while observing these five 
thousand cases of smallpox—such, for 
instance, us witnessing, on the one 
hand, an unvaccinated person suffering 
from the confluent form of the disease, 
loathsome and offensive, with the final 
issue for several days uncertain, and 
on the other hand a vaccinated person 
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uidergoing a modified form of the 
disease, so mild and innocent in its 
character as not to excite any appre- 
hension for the safety of the patient. 
In the former case, if recovery took 
place the individual was left disfigured 
for life, whiie in the latter, after a few 
months had passed, there was but little, 
if anything, in the appearance of the 
individual to indicate that he had ever 
suffered from the disease at all. 
“Also, I have seen over and over 


again entire families brought into the © 


hospital when all the unvaccinated 
children have been suffering from 


smallpox and the vaccinated children 


unaffected; have seen the former perish 
and the latter remain exempt from the 
disease, although living, eating, and 
sleeping in the infected atmosphere for 
several weeks, But I have yet to see 
a single unvaccinated child escape the 
disease under similar circumstances. 
Furthermore, I have more than once 
seen a vaccinated infant draw its daily 
supply of nourishment from a mother 
suffering from varioloid, and the infant 
remain as free from any symptom of 
the disease as if the infection were a 
thousand miles away and the food 
was received from a must wholesome 
source. All this is evidence of the 


prophylactic power of vaccination that | 


cannot be shown in mortality tables.”’ 
The history of vaccination in all 
countries, 1s an unbroken record of 
success in arresting the spread of and 
exterminating smallpox. Hundreds cf 
instances could be given similar to the 
above, did space permit. Especial 
reference is made to Loomis’ System 
of Medicine, to Osler’s Practice of Med- 


wine, and to Buck’s Reference Hand- 
book of the Medical Sciences, Vol. 7, for 
statistics of vaccination in America. 
Several of the States in America have 
compulsory vaccination laws In many 
States there are laws that are practi- 
cally compulsory, if not literally so. 
For instance, in many States no child 
is permitted to enter any school with- 
out a certificate of successful vaccina- 
tion, in some the prohibition extends 
to all industries where operatives are 
employed; mills, factories, ete. I am 


under the impression that the United 


Staies immigration Jaws prohibit the 
landing of any foreigner without evi- 
dences of successful vaccination. Were 
such evidences made the sine qua non 
to getting employment (especially cot- 
ton picking), or of sending a child to 
school, in a very short time the good 
effect of the reform would be felt, and 


‘we would have, practically, “compul- 


sory vaccination.” — Texas Med. Jour. 


The Unrecognized Qhancre. 


In the International Medical Magazine 


for October, William 8. Gottheil calls 
attention to the frequent insignificance 
and fugacity of the syphilitic initial 
lesion, which leads to its non-recog- 
nition in quite a large proportion of 
cases. Ignorance of its occurance, and 
not voluntary falsification, is the cause 
of the frequent absence of s» philitic 
history in undoubtedly specific cases. 
The author calls attention to the fol- 
lowing points of diagnosis: 

1. The presence of a tumor as the 
original lesion. In its essence, and in- 
variably at the beginning, the chancre 
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is a small round cell accumulation 


the skin or subcutaneous tissue. Ulcer- 


ation may occur, and usually does, or 


even phagadaneism; but these are 
accidental, and epiphenomena, and 
almost invariably the specific indura. 
tion is appreciable at the base of the 
lesion. 

2. The tumor is indolent, painful, 
and recalcitrant to treatment. 
3. A peculiar and characteristic 
“stony induration of the nearest lym- 
phatic glands accompanies it, different 
from the general adenopathy that 
occurs later as a consequence o: the 
systemic infection. Other lesions, as 
gummata, do not show it. 

4. Chancre runs its full course in 
a few weeks, whilst tubeiculosis takes 
months, and carcinoma even years, for 
its development. 

5. ‘The well known signs of general 
luetic infection, osteocopic pain, ceph- 


algia, synovitis, general lymphadenitis, 


exanthem, etc., must be carefully and 
persistently searched for in every sus- 
picious, case. They may be so slight 
as to entirely escape careless exam- 
ination. 


Ourability of Syphilis. 


Speaking of the curability of syphilis 


in the symposium upon that disease 


in the October number of the Jnter- 
national Medical Magazine, William 8. 
Gottheil, of New York, takes exception 


‘to the opinion of its practical incur- 


ability which is prevalent in certain 
quarters. Hvery day experience shows 
that the great majority of cases are 
cured in every practical sense, the 


occasiona] late relapses and accidents 
to the contrary, notwithstanding. He 
concludes: 

1. Syphilis is a curable disease, 
and may even with restrictions, be 
called a self limited one. 

2. Whilst cure in a given case can 
not be affirmed with scientific accuracy, 
the chances of its being the fact after 
a certain time under proper treatment 
are so great that it may be properly 
claimed to have been effected. 

3. Practically, a patient who has 
been properly treated throughout the 
active stages of the disease and who 
has had no manifestations of its per- 
sistance for several years thereafter, 
may be regarded as cured, and may 
be told so. 


Relation Between the Nose and the 
Female Genitalia, 


In a report in the Wiener Klin, 
Wochenscehr., Dr. Arthur Schiff claims 
the discovery of two areas of mucous 
membrane in the nostrils which he 
calls genital spots, since they contain 
erectile tissue and become irritable 
during menstruation, By placing on 
these spots a few drops of a twenty 
per cent. solution of cocaine he has 
been able in thirty-four cases out of 
forty-seven of dysmenorrhoea to cause 
absolute subsidence of pain in the 
hypogastrium as well as in the lum- 
bar region, repeated at the different 
periods. The strength of the cocaine 
solution employed appears excessive. 
Very serious effects have been pro- 


duced by the use of materially weaker 
solution on the nasal mucous mem- 
brane.— Lx.

There never was a time in the his- | 


tory of Keclecticism when the methods 
of our school were as popular—were 


sought after as eagerly as now, There 


never was a time when the importance 
of the work our school has done, was 
as near general recognition as now. 
But these facts are not recognized 


by the mass of our physicians. We are 


too lethargic; we are too self-absorbed. 
The true enthusiastic eclectic spirit is 
at tuo low an ebb. Every man that 
calls himself an eclectic should em- 
blazon that fact abroad and should 
become inspired with a greatly re- 
newe.l enthusiasm, an increased zeal 
and diligence for the cause. 

We have in our school about ten 


thousand physicians; of these not one- 


fifth belong toa medical society, and 
not four per cent. belong to our 


National Association. This is a deplor- 
able fact The Homeopaths have the 


same number of physicians we have 


and yet about one-fifth of the entire 
number belong to their National Asso- 
ciation. | 

The vital importance of organization 
is not appreciated. If we had two 


thousand members in our National 


Association today, working enthusias- 
tically for the recognition of the rights 
of our physicians, there is absolutely 
not a thing we might desire reasonably, 
that we could not have. It is of the 
utmost importance that every recog- 
nized eclectic physician join at once a 
good, well organized and energetic 
society. 

Again, there is an enormous demand 
for eclectic physicians, We cannot 
begin to supply the demand. Our 


colleges, while well filled with students, | 


should be overfl.wing. The colleges 
should be forced to enlarge their facil- 
ities 100 per cent. If every individual 
physician realized his personal duty 
to the great body of eclectic phy- 
sicians this could soon be accom- 
plished. 

We have now about two thousand 
men belonging to our National, State 
and local societies, In twenty-six States

In 
six States and territories, new societies 
wre in process of forming and will be 
perfected before June. In _ several 
States the society will take a new lease 
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of life this year and will accomplish 
more than ever before. 

All this will bring about a most 
inestimable good to the cause and I 
would urge upon the physician who 
reads this to make an unusual effort 
this year to co-operate in the upbuild- 
ing of his local society; to extend his 
enthusiasm to the National Society 


and to do his best to show his pride 


in, and love for, the school of medicine 
which has brought him success and 
prosperity.

The Prevention of Ophthalmia Neonatorum. 


In an article on the prevention of 


ophthalmia neonatorum Dr. Lucien 


Howe, of Buffalo (Philadephia Medical 
Journal, January 18, 1902), whose 
name is so prominently identified with 
this subject, urges the enactment of 
laws which will make it compulsory 


upon the practitioner to adopt some 
form of prophylaxis against this dis- 


ease, which is responsible for many 
cases of blindness. He cites statistics 


by Kostling, showing that in 17,000 


births where no prophylactic treatment 


had been employed some trace of oph- 


thalmia developed in over nine per 
cent., whereas in 24,000 children treated 
by the Crede method the number who 
developed the disease was only one- 
half of one per cent. The Crede 
method, however, has the disadvantage 
of always producing some pain and 
usually more or less conjunctivitis, 
while in a jew instances it has given 
rise to corneal ulceration. According 
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to the statistics of Piotrowski, in 1030 
children treated with a strong solution 
of boric acid and a ten per cent. solu- 
tion of protargol not a single case 
of ophthalmia occurred, while slight 
catarrhal conjunctivitis was observed 
in only 1,2 per cent.

An Estimate of Koch’s Opinion. 


An editorial in Pediatrics says: 

Now that most of the editors of the 
leading journals have had their say in 
regard to Koch’s views concerning the 
non-transmissibility of bovine tubercu- 
losis to man, it is interesting to note 
with what unanimity they have ex- 
pressed themselves. Pretty much all 
seem to agree that the distinguished 


professor was scarcely justified in stat 
ing his opinion so emphatically. Many 
regret that a matter which, at present 
at least, should be of purely scientific 
interest should have been given such 
extensive notice in the public press. 
They seem to fear lest views so radi- 
cally at variance with the accepted 
doctrine on this subject may lead the 
unscrupulous dairyman and butcher, 
pleading the weight of wuthority, to 

neglect those precautions that have 


been so strictly insisted upon by health 


authorities hitherto. Most point out 
that Koch’s views are not nearly so 
original as certain lay journals have 
led the public to believe. A few do 
not hesitate to say that they regard this 
distinguished scientist as somewhat 
of a poseur just at present and conse- 
quently, perhaps, lable to utter what 
is more likely to be sensational than 
true or original. They instance cer- 
tain premature claims in regard to 
tuberculin; also thunder borrowed 
from the distinguish English and Ital- 
ian investigators concerning the prop- 
agation of malaria by mosquitoes. The 
majority seem to be rather of the opin- 
ion of the Congress, which, at its close, 
among other things, passed the follow- 
ing resolution: “That in the opinion | 
of this Congress medical officers of 
health must use all the powers at their 
disposal and relax no effort to prevent 
the spread of tuberculosis by milk or 
meat,”

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Gangrene Following the Use of Oarbolic 
Acid. 


J. G. Sheldon, Telluride, Colo, re- 
ports this case of gangrene which 
necessitated amputation. A colored 
man, 37 years old, eight days previously 
had accidently spilled some dilute car- 
bolic acid solution on his left foot. 
Five days later the foot began to feel 
numb; this numbness increased, and 
on the seventh and eighth days the 
foot became “dead and painful.” Ex- 
amination showed the left toes ard 
foot, as far as the mediotarsal joint, to 
be in a state of dry gangrene. The 


tissues about the ankle were swollen 


and edematous, and showed beginning 
gangrene in places. No definite line 


of demarkation could be made out, 


The remainder of the examination was 
entirely negative; pulse was 100, and 


temperature 99.8° F. Amputation was 
done at the middle of the leg. The 
fatty tissue at the site of the incision 
seemed edematous and slightly more 
yellow than normal, aud it was noticed 
that after the larger vessels had been 
tied and the constrictor removed, no 
bleeding occurred from the stump. 
The gangrene extended, being now of 


a moist type, and in two days reached 


the kuee. Sixty hours after the first. 
operation, a second amputation was 
done at the junction of the middle 
with the upper third of the thigh. The — 
wound healed rapidly and the patient 
made an uneventful recovery. Exam-. 
ination of the amputated stump showed 


no gas in the tissues. The vessels and 


nerves appeared normal above the site 
of gangrene, Slides from the gangren- 
ous parts showed only a small, straight 
bacillus, which had no charateristic

with Gram’s method. The bacillus 
grew rapidly on ordinary media, white 
circular colonies on agar, but ceased 
to grow in four or five days, and seemed 
to die in a week. Injection of cultures 
into guineapigs gave negative results. 


It appears that while gangrene may 


follow the use of any strength solution 
it occurs more often in cases in which 


dilute solutions are applied. The cause 
of the gangrene is at present unknown. 


If the acid is applied, it should be 


used only when the conditions for its 


evaporation are suitable, for it has 
been noted that gangrene is more apt 


to occur in cases in which the acid is 


applied in such a manner that it can- 
not evaporate.—N. Y, Med. Record.

Alcohol, 
glycerin and salts of sodium and, of 
late, peroxide of hydrogen have been 
employed. ELL. Meierhof (N. Y. Med. 
Jour.) has found that undiluted sul- 
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phuric ether poured from a small bot- 


tle or pipette acts in a few seconds sv

No dizziness or ill effects 
have been caused by this method, but 
the author recommends that a mixture 


of equal parts of alcohol and ether be 
used.—Med. News.

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The Treatment of Burns of the Eye. 


W. Campbell Posey (Ther. Gazette, 
December, 1900) says that burns of 
the eve are always serious (even if 
apparently slight) and demand prompt 
treatment. The prognosis will depend 
largely upon the amount of damage 


which the cornea has suffered. When 


only the epithelium is affected, a res- 
turation of transparency may be hoped 


for, but when the corneal tissue has > 


become completely escharotic, nothing 
to improve vision can be hoped for, 
unless a rim of uninvolved cornea may 
exist, when an iridectomy may be 
useful. 

Lime Burns—The most frequent burn 
of the eye is that from lime, and this 
is the most destructive agent that can 
be brought into contact with the surface 
of the eye. When unslaked lime, even 
in the smallest quantity, is permitted 
to remain in the eye, it acts as a most 
powerful irritant. In larger quantity, 


it may cause sloughing, and loss of 


the eye. 

Treatment—At once evert the lids 
and cleanse every part with oil, for this 
substance prevents further slaking of 
the lime. If no oil is at hand, a diluted 
solution of vinegar should be used 
freely. If neither oii) nor vinegar can 
be had, wash the parts rapidly and 
thoroughly with water. Fuchs recom- 
mends dropping a concentrated solu- 
tion of sugar into the eye, since cane 
sugar forms an insoluble compound 
with lime. 

After the eye has been thoroughly 
flushed, any solid particles should be 
removed with a pledget of cotton, and 


boracic acid lotion (gr. x. ad f. 3 i). 


Iced compresses, constantly applied 


un il the inflammatory reaction has 
subsided, are useful. As the iris is 


likely to be involved, a solution of atro-. 


pine (gr. iv. at f. 3 i) should be dropped 


into the eye. Cocaine or a subcuta- 


neous injection of morphine may be 


used if there is much pain. Subse- 
quently, protection of the eye, with the.
